21. (Prcviouiily proi^ciiLcd) A vehicular mirror assembly 
which may be t5ClcL:Li vcly attached to a vehicle exterior, ijaid 
vehicular rnlrror assembly comprising: 

a rear-view mirror proLoclivo shroud; 

a mirror whicli in wholly and operati.vely di.spo.sed within 
said pruLccLive shroud and having a firr^t lialf which lis proximate 
to said vehicle and which curves away Irom a driver ol said 
vehicle and a second planar iiaii which is distal to said vehicle 
and continuous wiLh said iMrst half^ said first half having a 
hciyhl: which varies I'rom aboiit zero miilimcLeri5 Lo about c:i ght 
miliiiticLers and which has a contiruiaily varying curvature, said 
mirror further havinq a score line which is resident upon waid 
f i rst half; and 

a swiLcii assembly havi.nq n selcjcLively depres-sible switcli 
member which causes soid mirror to move to a predetermined 
position upon being depressed. 
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22. (Previouiily presented) The vehicular mirror ais^cnibly of 
claim 21 whftrein said fir^it half comprises a first portion which 
provides a firi^L image of an objccl having a subL^Laxil iaily true 
xnea.snre of ditsLance and a second portion which is proximate to 
said vehicle and which provides a second imago ol a siecond objecL 
liuving a lalse mea:5ure ol distance. 

23. (Previously presented) The vehini3lar mirror ayisenibly of 
claim 22 wherein said score iino is dirspoi^cd bcLwcon said firtiL 
portion and said rsccond portion of uaid first half thereby 
separating said iirst image of an object having a yubytantially 
triie measure ol distance from said second imayc of a second 
object: having a false measaro of distance. 

24. (Previously presented) The vehicular mirror a^jsembly of 
claim 21 wherein said continuously varying curvature is inversely 
proportional to a radiui^ of curvature , 
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26, (Previously proi^eiiLcd) A mel.hoci for increasing the 
rearward viewing raiigc oi" a dri.ver of a vehicle, waid muLhod 
comprising the yLops of; 

providiny a mirror ^assembly haviay a mirror with a planar 
iiall and .-s curved half, whoroln yaid curved half has a heicjhL 
which varies from abouL zero ini 1 1 i meters, to c'lbout eiyhL 
millimeters and which hcU; a conti nviaJ.ly varying curvaluro/ said 
curved half tiavlng a first portion wiiich 1.0 proximate to said 
planar iiall and which provider a lirst image having a 
substantially true measure ol distance and a second portion wiiicli 
provides a second image having a false measure of dii^Lancc; 

forming a score line upon said curved hall between said 
lirsL porLion and said second porLion, effective to separate said 
first image from 5:5a id second j.mage; 

coupling said mirror assembly Lo an exterior of said 
vehicle, wherein said planar hall of said mirror is di:5tal lo 
said vehicle and said c:urvcd half of said mirror is proximate to 
said vehicle; and 

adjusting, said mirror asf^embly to cause said score line to 
be visually aligned with a rear portion of said vGhiclo.
